WHEREAS, Chapter 125.01 (County Government, Power. and 
Duties) of Florida Statutes establishes the right and power of 
counties to provide for the health, welfare, and safety of 
existing and future residents by establishing, coordinating and 
enforcing zoning and such business regulations as are necessary 
for the protection of the public; and. 


WHEREAS, Chapter 163 (Intergovernmental Programs), Part 
II (Local Government Comprehensive Planning and Land Development 
Regulation Act) of Florida Statutes provides that counties shall 
have power and responsibility to plan comprehensively for their 
future development and growth, including the adoption and 
implementation of appropriate land development regulations which 
are necessary or desirable to implement a comprehensive plan, as 
provided in Section 163. 3202(a)(f) of Florida Statutes; and. 


WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners has directed that 
the land use problems associated with inadequacies in existing 
regulations governing the definition, operation, placement, 
physical development, and construction of warehouses, self- 
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service storage facilities, and related business 
establishments within the unincorporated area be identified; 
and, 

WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners directed that 
ordinance revisions be prepared to address these problems; and. 


WHEREAS, it is the intent of the Board of County 
Commissioners in adopting this ordinance to provide for, 
preserve, and promote the general welfare and improve the 
quality of the natural and built environments by clarifying 
provisions in the Palm Beach County Zoning Code pertaining to 
the definition, operation, placement, physical development, and 
construction of warehouses, self-service storage facilities, and 
related business establishments within the unincorporated area, 
and to make such other ordinanance amendments that are necessary 
to achieve these goals; and 


WHEREAS, the Board of County Commissioners of Palm Beach 
County, Florida, sitting as the Local Planning Agency, has 
determined that these proposed amendments to the Palm Beach 
County Zoning Code are consistent with the adopted Comprehensive 
Plan of Palm Beach County, as required by Chapter 163, Section 
163« 3194(2)(a) of Florida Statutes•

=. RESTRICTIONS ON ON-PREMISES SIGNAGE. 

(1) MAXIMUM NUMBER OF FREE-STANDING SIGNS. 

The maximum number of free-atandinj 
signs shall be one (1) sign for each lot 
frontage on which a self-service storage 
facility has access to a public street. 
The sign shall be placed along this 
frontage.

In addition, the maximum number of flat 
or wall signs shall be one (1) sign fox 
each building facade facing a public 
street on which the self-service storage 
facility has access. No signs shall be 
placed on the doors or walls of 
Individual storage bays. 
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(3) MAXIMUM HEIGHT OF SIGNS. 

The maximum height of free standing 
signs shall not exceed thirty-five <33)1 
No increase in height above this 
shall be permitted. 

<4) MAXIMUM SIGN AREA. 

The maximum sign area of an on-premises 
signs shall not exceed one hundred <100) 
square feet per sign face. 

<5) ROOF SIGNS PROHIBITED. 

No roof signs shall be permitted on the 
site.. 

7. MISCELLANEOUS REQUIREMENTS. 

a. OUTDOOR LIGHTING. 

All outdoor lights shall be shielded td 
ensure that light and glare are limited toj 
the premises and are directed away frorm 
adjacent property. Lights shall be loJ 
intensity and the minimum necessary toj 
discourage vandalism and theft. If a facility^ 
abuts a residential zone, outdoor lighting^ 
fixtures shall be no more than fifteen <15) 
feet in height. 

b. NO LOUDSPEAKERS 

No exterior loud speakers or paging equipment] 
shall be permitted on the site. 

c. ORIENTATION OF STORAGE BAY DOORS. 

Storage bay doors shall not face any abuttind 
property which is residentially zoned, nori 
shall they be visible from any public street. 

d. NO BARBED WIRE VISIBLE FROM PUBLIC STREETS. 

Barbed or similar wire may be used fori 
security purposes, but it shall not be 
visible from any adjacent public street or 
residentially-zoned lot. 

e. UNIFORM EXTERIOR ARCHITECTURAL TREATMENT. 

The exterior facades of all structures shall 
receive uniform architectural treatment. 
Including stucco and painting of surfaces. 
The colors selected shall be compatible with 
the character of the neighborhood.
